For  the  Year  ending  31st  December,  1937. 


To  the  Stanley  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1937,  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
conditions  of  your  district. 

The  work  of  slum  clearance  has  been  accorded  special 
attention  during  the  year  and  approximately  150  houses 
have  been  placed  under  clearance  or  demolition  orders. 
Other  branches  have  not  been  neglected  and  the  rate  of 
progress  compares  with  that  reached  in  any  previous  year. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff  have  given 
valuable  assistance  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

On  the  1st  April,  1937,  the  Parish  of  Kirkhamgate 
was  transferred  from  the  Rural  District  of  Wakefield  to 
our  district.  The  population  of  this  parish  at  the  1931 
census  was  given  as  1,320  and  the  area  as  906  acres.

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With  the  Registrar  General’s  figures,  is  a  note  of  advice 
to  districts  which  altered  in  area  during  the  year  to  the 
effect  that  (a)  is  the  mid-year  estimate  for  the  area  as  now 
constituted  and  ( b )  is  a  modified  estimate  specially  designed 
for  use  with  the  composite  records  of  births,  deaths  and 
notifiable  diseases  of  the  year  1937. 

Number  of  inhabited  houses  (end  of  1937)  according 
to  Rate  Book  :  4,228.

The  Urban  District  of  Stanley  is  bounded  on  the  South 
side  by  the  City  of  Wakefield,  on  the  north  by  the  Urban 
District  of  Rothwell,  on  the  west  by  the  Boroughs  of 
Morley  and  Ossett,  and  on  the  east  by  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Rothwell  and  Altofts  and  the  Rural  District  of  Wakefield. 

Though  the  Parish  of  Kirkhamgate  is  rural  in  character 
a  large  proportion  of  its  population  are  miners. 

Coal  mining  is  the  chief  industry  in  the  Stanley  Urban 
Area.  Though  the  collieries  in  the  vicinity  have  not  worked 
full  time,  yet  they  have  worked  better  during  the  year  than 
for  some  time.  Unfortunately  the  rate  of  employment  has  not 
changed  to  any  degree  and  the  percentage  of  unemployed 
in  the  area  is  still  high. 

From  the  figures  quoted  above,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  Registrar  General  has  presumed  our  population  has 
decreased  slightly. 

Private  building  is  still  progressing  fairly  rapidly  and 
especially  in  the  newly  added  area.  Municipal  building  is 
proceeding  as  quickly  as  possible.  As  stated  in  a  previous 
Report,  I  can  only  presume  the  Registrar  General’s  presump¬ 
tion  is  based  on  the  lack  of  industry  apart  from  coal  mining.

The  number  of  births  shew  a  decided  decrease  on  last 
year’s  figures.  Of  the  204  births  recorded,  103  were  males 
and  101  females.  Of  these  births  10  were  illegitimate, 
5  being  males  and  5  females. 

3  still  births  were  recorded,  a  gratifying  decrease  on 
the  1936  figures.  All  were  legitimate  and  all  were  males. 

The  rate  for  Stanley  per  1,000  population  was  0.20, 
for  England  and  Wales  0.60,  for  125  Great  Towns  0.67, 
for  148  smaller  towns  0.64,  and  for  London  0.54. 

During  1937,  136  deaths  occurred  in  the  Stanley  district 
and  of  these  8  were  not  actually  residents  of  the  area.  59 
of  our  own  residents  died  in  other  Local  Government 
districts,  thus  we  find  the  number  of  deaths  of  Stanley 
residents  to  be  187.  98  of  these  were  of  males  and  89 
females.

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Remarks  on  Figures  and  Tables. 

I  have  examined  the  figures  for  1937  with  mixed  feelings. 
Two  of  the  main  rates,  the  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate 
are  considerably  worse  than  last  year.  A  relieving  factor 
is  the  improvement  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate  and  the 
additional  fact  that  for  the  second  year  in  succession  no 
child  under  2  years  of  age  has  died  from  enteritis  or 
diarrhoea. 

The  birth  rate  has  dropped  from  16.40  in  1936  to  13.52 
in  1937.  This  rate  is  much  lower  than  that  of  England  and 
Wales  but  is  slightly  above  the  figure  quoted  for  London. 

The  crude  death  rate  has  risen  from  10.12  in  1936  to 
12.39  in  1937,  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  has  increased 
from  11.5  to  14.12.  This  latter  rate  compares  very  un¬ 
favourably  with  that  of  the  whole  country  which  is  12.4. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  shews  an  improvement 
on  last  year’s  figures  and  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  shewn 
in  the  Stanley  Urban  District  records.  It  is  just  half  the 
rate  quoted  for  England  and  Wales,  and  one  must  feel 
that  there  is  great  credit  due  to  mothers  and  to  the  clinics 
established  in  the  district.  Even  so,  there  were  6  deaths 
of  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life,  5  of  these  from  prematurity 
and  I  feel  that  some  of  these  might  not  occur  if  all  expectant 
mothers  would  attend  the  ante-natal  clinics  provided 
throughout  the  district. 

One  other  cause  of  gratification  is  the  fact  that  our 
maternal  mortality  rate  is  nil.  Two  cases  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  were  reported  but  our  rate  of  9.66  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  of  England  and  Wales,  which  is  13.93. 

The  Neo-Mortality  Rate  shews  an  increase  on  the 
figures  of  1936.  Actually  4  deaths  occurred  in  the  first 
month  of  life  in  1936  whilst  5  occurred  in  1937.  The  consider¬ 
able  disparity  in  the  quoted  figures  of  1 7.4  per  1 ,000  registered 
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births  in  1936,  and  24.51  in  1937  is  created  by  the  large 
difference  in  the  number  of  births. 


As  in  previous  years,  the  main  causes  of  death  were 
Heart  Disease  44,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  26,  and  Cancer  20. 

Compared  with  1936,  the  number  of  deaths  from  Heart 
disease  has  decreased  slightly,  has  risen  by  6  in  the  case  of 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  and  also  increased  by  4  in  the  case 
of  Cancer. 


In  the  latter  disease,  it  was  noted  that  the  intestinal 
tract  appeared  to  be  attacked  in  most  cases. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year  was  8,  a  decrease  of  1  on  last  year’s  figure.  The  pulmon¬ 
ary  deaths  were  6  as  in  1936,  and  the  non-pulmonary 
deaths  2,  as  against  3  in  1936. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  has  increased  slightly,  the 
actual  number  having  increased  from  2  in  1936  to  3  in  1937. 
One  of  the  deaths  from  Diphtheria  actually  occurred  outside 
the  district  and  was  an  inward  transfer. 


On  the  whole,  our  figures  shew  a  backward  trend  in 
comparison  with  last  year’s  figures,  but  are  fairly  good 
when  compared  to  those  of  the  whole  country.  There  is, 
however,  need  of  considerable  improvement  before  we  can 
feel  that  a  satisfactory  standard  has  been  attained.

Most  of  the  midwifery  practice  in  the  district  is  carried 
out  by  the  3  trained  midwives  who  are  now  in  the  employ 
of  the  County  Council. 

The  examination  of  the  sputum,  swabs  and  other 
pathological  specimens  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 
Milk  is  also  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  bacterial 
content  by  the  County  Council,  whilst  water  and  food  stuffs 
are  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  at  Bradford.  All 
samples  of  milk  for  adulteration  are  sent  to  the  Public 
Analyst.

Carr  Gate  Isolation  Hospital  provides  2  motor  ambul¬ 
ances  for  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  patients,  and 
an  ambulance  for  the  carriage  of  smallpox  patients  is  also 
available.  These  meet  the  requirements  of  the  district. 
For  the  use  of  non-infectious  cases,  the  Stanley  Council 
have  an  '  Austin  20  ’  Ambulance  for  the  use  of  which  a 
charge  of  5/-  is  made  for  the  journey  to  Wakefield  and 
12/6  to  Leeds.  Good  use  of  this  ambulance  is  made  and 
during  1937,  220  journeys  were  made. 

The  County  Council  have  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Centre  at  each  of  the  following  places  in  the  district  :  Stanley, 

Wrenthorpe  and  Outwood.

Though  no  definite  arrangement  has  been  made  with 
regard  to  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  cases,  patients  are 
generally  sent  to  Brierley  Isolation  Hospital,  Hemsworth.

The  infectious  diseases  hospital  is  Carr  Gate  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  is  supported  by  the  Wakefield  Rural,  Morley 
Borough,  and  Stanley  Urban  Councils.  The  scheme  for 
alterations  and  additions  appears  to  have  been  deferred, 
but  I  would  again  urge  the  competent  authorities  to  hurry 
some  scheme  forward  so  as  to  enlarge  the  accommodation 
of  this  hospital. 

This  hospital  is  temporarily  leased  to  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  for  use  as  a  sanatorium,  and  an  agreement  HosP‘ta1' 
has  been  entered  into  so  that  should  an  outbreak  of  smallpox 
occur,  the  premises  would  be  vacated  immediately. 

The  governing  body  of  the  hospital  is  composed  of 
representatives  from  the  City  of  W  akefield,  the  Borough 
of  Morley,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Horbury,  Rothwell,  and 
Stanley,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Wakefield.

With  the  exception  of  one  farm,  the  whole  of  the 
district  has  a  piped  supply. 

Water  is  obtained  in  bulk  from  Wakefield  Corporation. 
The  supply  is  plentiful  and  of  exceptionally  good  quality. 


There  was  no  extension  or  relaying  of  mains  durin§ 
the  year. 

There  is  a  definite  need  in  some  parts  of  the  district 
for  a  renewal  of  mains,  the  existing  pipes  being  made  up 
to  less  than  half  their  normal  diameter. 

No  sample  was  taken  during  the  year  under  review 
but  a  sample  taken  early  in  1938  was  reported  upon  by 
the  Analyst  as  follows  — 

“  This  is  a  water  of  good  organic  purity,  very 

soft,  and  therefore  suitable  for  all  domestic  purposes. 

The  water  can  be  considered  as  highly  suitable  also 

for  drinking  purposes.” 

There  has  been  no  necessity  to  take  action  in  respect 
to  the  pollution  of  streams  in  the  area,  and  no  complaint 
of  stream  pollution  has  been  received  from  the  West  Riding 
Rivers  Board. 

There  was  no  sewer  extension  during  the  year  nor  was 
there  any  relaying  of  defective  sewers. 

The  Council  are  now  considering  the  enlargement  of 
the  sewage  works  as  several  complaints  have  been  received 
from  the  Rivers  Board  in  respect  of  effluent  which  has 
received  land  treatment  only. 

One  cesspool  serving  6  houses  on  the  Aberford  Road, 
Stanley,  was  abolished  during  the  year,  the  drains  being 
connected  to  the  sewer. 


V. 
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During  the  year,  3  privies  were  converted  into  water  cio*et 
closets.  There  are  a  large  number  of  privies  in  Kirkhamgate, 
and  unfortunately  a  number  of  these  cannot  be  converted 
owing  to  lack  of  sewers.  The  privies  remaining  in  the  old 
Stanley  district  serve  properties  which  have  been  or  will 
be  represented  as  unfit  in  the  near  future.

The  whole  of  the  house  scavenging  in  the  district  has  Scavenging, 
been  done  by  direct  labour.  Very  few  complaints  have 
been  received  and  the  work  has  been  done  quite  satisfactorily. 

Refuse  is  taken  onto  agricultural  land  and  is  ploughed  in 
by  the  farmer.  Controlled  tipping  has  commenced  on  the 
Moorhouse  Estate  and  it  is  hoped  to  create  a  level  piece 
of  ground  to  be  used  as  a  playground. 

All  bins  are  collected  weekly  and  the  ashpits  are  cleansed 
at  periods  varying  from  1  week  to  15  days. 

Considering  the  scattered  nature  of  the  area  I  feel  that 
the  scavenging  is  done  as  regularly  and  as  economically 
as  possible.

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  gives  full  details  of  the 
works  completed  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and 
improvements  made  to  dwelling-houses  during  the  year 

1937. 

18  observations  were  taken  of  the  7  chimneys  of  |“°tement. 
the  district  during  the  year.  Black  smoke  is  still  emitted 
at  intervals  from  one  colliery  chimney,  and  the  company 
concerned  have  had  plant  alterations  effected  but  to  little 
purpose. 

The  colliery  spoil  heap  which  has  been  burning  for  years  Corner 
is  still  burning.  Fuel  is  constantly  being  added  and  little 
or  no  preventative  measures  are  being  taken.  Sulphur 
fumes  sent  out  cannot  but  be  dangerous  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  houses  in  the  vicinity  and  after  heavy  rain  these 
fumes  are  doubly  noxious. 

At  night  the  whole  heap  is  aglow  and  can  be  seen  from 
a  great  distance.  As  I  stated  in  my  last  report,  we  are  still 
harassed  by  the  difficulty  of  suggesting  a  cure,  as  the  heap 
is  composed  of  millions  of  tons  of  combustible  material.

No  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  dealing  with  this  type  of  dwelling.

Individual  Houses. 

During  1937,  8  houses  were  represented  to  the  Council 
as  totally  unfit  for  human  habitation.  These  along  with 
one  house  represented  in  1936  were  considered  with  the 
result  that  demolition  orders  were  made  in  8  cases  and  a 
closing  order  in  respect  to  1. 

These  9  houses  involved  22  persons. 

At  the  end  of  1937,  47  demolition  orders  had  been 
made  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and  11  Closing  Orders. 
Undertakings  to  repair  had  been  accepted  in  22  cases.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  34  Clearance  Orders  had  been  confirmed 
involving  216  houses  and  801  persons.  The  total  number 
of  houses  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts  by  the  Council 
to  the  end  of  1937  was  296  with  999  persons. 


General  Observations  as  to  Housing  Conditions. 

Though  a  considerable  amount  of  work  still  remains 
to  be  done  yet,  we  are  moving  as  fast  as  the  building  of 
new  houses  is  proceeding. 


/ 
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During  the  year  97  families  involving  323  persons 
have  been  taken  from  96  condemned  house’s  and  re-housed 
in  97  Council  houses.  14  families  involving  55  persons 
have  left  14  condemned  houses  and  found  other  accommoda¬ 
tion  by  their  own  efforts.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  1 1 1 
houses  have  become  vacant. 

A  perusal  of  the  statistics  on  a  previous  page  will  shew 
that  142  houses  were  inspected,  41  were  repaired  and  a 
number  of  totally  unfit  houses  were  found  which  will  be 
included  in  future  areas. 

The  Council,  besides  having  in  progress  the  building  of 
42  houses  at  Outwood  and  50  at  Moorhouse  Estate,  have 
let  tenders  for  the  erection  of  104  at  Outwood  (54  A3  type, 

30  A2  type,  and  20  A 1  type)  and  68  at  Wrenthorpe  (30  A3 
type,  and  38  A2  type). 

It  must  be  remembered  that  all  or  most  of  these  houses 
are  needed  for  slum  clearance  and  overcrowding  abatement 
and  that  little  or  no  accommodation  is  being  provided  for 
young  married  couples  or  for  the  immigrating  families. 

The  Housing  problem  is  still  very  acute  and  only 
extensive  building  can  cure  this  problem. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below  that  26  cases  of  Overcrowding, 
overcrowding  have  been  relieved.  These  26  families  went 
into  Council  houses.

No  particulars  of  any  case  in  which  a  dwelling-house 
has  again  become  overcrowded  after  the  Local  Authority 
have  taken  steps  for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding,  have 
come  to  our  knowledge. 

A  large  number  of  the  main  defects  found  in  cottage 
property  would  never  pass  the  trivial  stage  if  only  owners 
would  undertake  regular  and  systematic  overhauls. 

Dampness  appears  to  be  the  most  troublesome  defect 
in  this  type  of  property  and  is  most  difficult  to  cure. 

In  addition,  we  frequently  meet  defective  woodwork 
due  to  want  of  paint. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  99  families  were  still  living  in 
condemned  houses  waiting  for  houses  to  be  built  by  the 
Council. 

57  houses  though  empty  were  still  standing  at  the  end 
of  1937,  though  some  of  these  were  vacated  as  long  ago  as

Infectious  Disease. 

During  the  year  101  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  scarlet  Fever, 
and  83  of  these  were  removed  to  the  Carr  Gate  Isolation 
Hospital.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  numbers  notified  were 
10  less  than  were  reported  in  1936. 

• 

In  1936,  75%  of  the  patients  were  between  the  ages  of 
5  and  15  whereas  in  1937,  only  57%  were  of  >  ol  age. 

The  accompanying  graph  shews  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  throughout  1936  and  1937.  It  will  be  seen  how 
quickly  the  line  rises  during  the  Autumn  months  and  drops 
just  as  rapidly  during  the  winter. 

The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  similar  to  that  prevailing 
in  previous  years  and  the  severer  complications  were 
generally  absent. 
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Diphtheria. 


Scarlet  Anti-toxin  was  not  used  nor  were  the  Schick 
and  Dick  Tests. 

No  death  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  reported. 

I  can  only  attribute  the  spread  of  the  disease  to  its 
mild  nature.  As  in  previous  years  several  cases  had  reached 
the  desquamation  stage  before  they  were  seen  by  a  Medical 
Practitioner. 

18  cases  were  notified,  an  increase  of  5  on  1936,  and  17 
of  these  were  admitted  to  the  Carr  Gate  Isolation  Hospital. 

One  patient  onty  of  the  18  reported  had  been  previously 
immunised.  The  only  way  by  which  we  shall  be  able  to 
protect  our  children  from  this  often  deadly  disease  is  by 
the  fullest  use  of  immunisation. 

More  and  more  children  are  being  immunised  but  we 
still  have  a  few  children  who  have  not  been  treated  and  I 
appeal  to  the  parents  of  these  children  for  their  own  future 
peace  of  mind  to  get  in  touch  with  the  school  authorities 
at  once  and  ask  the  latter  to  arrange  for  immunisation. 

Two  deaths  were  attributable  to  diphtheria.  One  of  the 
deaths  occurred  outside  the  district  and  the  patient  was  not 
an  inmate  of  our  own  hospital. 

A  perusal  of  the  foregoing  table  shews  that  of  the  18 
patients,  6  were  males  and  12  were  females.  Several  of  the 
latter  were  employed  in  cloth  mills  in  the  neighbouring 
cities.  Seven  of  the  cases  were  attending  school  and  7  were 
past  school  age. 

The  County  Laboratory  staff  always  give  all  possible 
assistance  in  dealing  with  swabs  and  specimens. 

No  case  of  typhoid  was  notified  in  the  area  during  1937.

The  ambulance  is  sent  from  the  hospital  immediate¬ 
ly  a  case  is  reported  and  the  patient  is  in  hospital  generally 
within  half  an  hour  from  the  doctor’s  message.

13  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  Tuberculosis, 
during  1937,  an  increase  of  7  on  1936  figures.  7  new  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  reported,  an  increase  of 
1  on  1936. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  180  persons  were  registered, 

128  being  pulmonary  and  52  non-pulmonary.  7  cases  of 
pulmonary  and  4  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
added  to  the  register  from  Kirkhamgate.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  138  cases  of  pulmonary  and  59  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  on  the  register. 

Of  the  8  deaths  from  tuberculosis  6  were  pulmonary 
and  2  non-pulmonary. 

We  have  still  over  20  persons  notified  as  tuberculous 
who  are  living  in  overcrowded  circumstances  and  in  condi- 
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tions  detrimental  to  their  own  and  other  people’s  health, 
and  we  have  also  26  persons  who  have  to  share  rooms  with 
some  other  person.  Until  people  in  these  circumstances 
are  provided  with  suitable  dwellings,  how  can  we  say  the 
housing  problem  is  solved  ?  The  housing  of  these  people 
properly  is  more  than  a  health  proposition,  it  is  a  sound 
business  suggestion  based  on  good  economy  and  if  done 
will  save  lives,  unhappiness  and  money  in  the  not  very 
distant  future. 

I  feel  that  the  Tuberculosis  centres  of  the  County 
Council,  along  with  the  sanatoria  are  doing  wonderful  work 
in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  disease,  and  must 
result  in  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  persons  infected  and 
a  consequent  lessening  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  the 
disease.

Poison  biscuits  have  been  given  out  and  advice  given  to 
all  applicants. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year.  Mosquitoes  and 

Other  Insects. 

31  visits  were  made  to  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  of  the  inspection  and 
area  during  the  year.  The  County  Veterinary  Inspector  was  wSTsuppV^ 
well  satisfied  with  the  condition  and  cleanliness  of  the  cows 
and  cowsheds. 

13  official  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  retailers  Milk  Samples, 
in  the  district  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  Of 
these  3  were  not  satisfactory,  one  was  on  the  border  line 
so  far  as  fat  contents  were  concerned  and  was  also  low  in 
solids  contents,  the  2  other  samples  contained  6.3%  and 
7%  added  water.  A  prosecution  was  instituted  against  the 
retailer  who  sold  the  2  latter  samples  but  had  to  be  with¬ 
drawn  owing  to  a  legal  technicality. 

1233  visits  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Meat  inspection, 
his  assistant  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  carcases  at  the 
various  slaughterhouses.  Over  9  tons  of  materials  were 
condemned  during  the  year. 

A  bacon  factory  opened  in  October  of  1937  and  this 
has  vastly  increased  the  work.  Every  precaution  is  being 
taken  to  ensure  that  the  public  have  a  clean  and  disease-free 
meat  supply. 

A  considerable  part  of  your  sanitary  officials’  time  is 
taken  up  in  the  performance  of  this  important  duty.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Stanley  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my 
sixth  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  done  by  your  Sanitary 
Department  during  the  year  1937. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  first  few  months  of  the  year 
was  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  slum  clearance  evidence.  The 
22 areas  put  forward  included  128  houses  which  housed  455  persons. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  in  regard  to  infectious 
disease  prevention  was  similar  to  the  number  made  in  1936, 
though  the  number  of  infectious  cases  was  slightly  less. 

Over  1,200  visits  were  made  to  the  various  slaughterhouses 
of  the  district,  100  inspections  more  than  in  1936.  This  work  is 
still  increasing  especially  since  the  opening  of  the  Bacon  Factory 
in  October  last. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  by  the  Department  during 
the  year  was  slightly  more  than  in  the  preceding  year  but  it 
must  be  remembered  that  as  was  the  case  last  year,  during  1937, 
we  had  weeks  spent  in  the  preparation  of  plans  and  evidence 
for  enquiries. 


/ 
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Over  600  houses  were  measured  in  preparation  for  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  appointed  day  for  the  purposes  of  Section 
59,  64  and  Section  60  and  sub-section  (2)  of  Section  6  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936)  which  was  1st  January,  1938. 

I  feel  that  the  Council  can  claim  that  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  year  under  review  which  more  than  compares 
with  that  made  in  previous  years. 

Abatement  of  Nuisances. 

The  table  below  shews  the  number  and  type  of  nuisance 
abated  during  1937.  It  will  be  seen  that  226  drains  have  been 
cleared,  and  as  was  stated  last  year,  the  majority  have  been 
cleared  by  Council  workmen. 

The  practice  of  giving  out  free  disinfectant  has  been  continued, 
and  400  gallons  were  given  out  during  the  year.

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Meat  Inspection. 

With  the  addition  of  a  new  bacon  factory,  and  one  in  the 
Kirkhamgate  area,  there  are  now  12  licensed  slaughterhouses  in 
the  district.  Slaughtering  takes  place  each  day  at  the  factory, 
at  3  slaughterhouses  on  4  days  in  the  week  and  at  the  remaining 
slaughterhouses  on  1  or  2  days  per  week. 

All  carcases  are  inspected  and  every  effort  made  to  ensure 
a  clean  meat  supply  reaches  the  public. 

In  one  instance  only  was  it  necessary  to  take  proceedings 
on  account  of  a  breach  of  the  regulations.  A  butcher  and  his 
assistant  were  prosecuted  for  killing  pigs  without  giving  notice 
of  slaughter.  The  magistrates  fined  both  4/-  costs.

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On  several  occasions  the  County  Veterinary  Staff  gave  advice 
on  being  approached. 

1233  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the 
carcases  of  1,263  bovines,  1,650  sheep  and  6,811  swine,  a  total 
of  9,724  carcases  or  over  2,000  more  than  during  1936.

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From  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  776  cattle  (excluding 
cows)  only  52  were  affected  in  some  part,  of  427  cows  5  were 
condemned  and  86  were  affected  in  some  part,  of  60  calves  2 
were  condemned  and  1  was  affected  in  some  manner,  of  1,650 
sheep  4  were  condemned  and  2  others  were  affected  in  some 
part,  of  6,811  pigs  16  were  condemned  and  1,195  were  affected 
in  some  part. 

The  number  of  seizures  or  surrenders  has  risen  from  893 
to  1,363  and  the  weight  of  the  material  condemned  and  destroyed 
has  risen  from  6£  to  10  tons.  This  amount  clearly  shews  the  vast 
importance  of  regular  and  systematic  meat  inspection. 

Milk  and  Other  Foods. 

13  official  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the  retailers  of 
the  district  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  12  were  samples 
of  new  milk,  including  one  “  Accredited  ”  and  1  was  a  sample 
of  Pasteurised  milk.  The  Analyst  reported  that  one  was  low  in 
fatty  solids  and  on  the  border  line  only  in  fat,  and  that  2  other 
samples  were  adulterated.  In  the  sample  6.3%  of  added  water 
was  found  and  7%  in  the  other  sample.  The  samples  were  from 
the  same  retailer.  Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  retailer 
but  at  the  hearing  were  withdrawn  owing  to  a  legal  error  in  the 
serving  of  the  summons  which  made  the  summons  bad  in  law. 

The  reports  of  the  remaining  10  samples  shewed  that  on  the 
whole  a  good  quality  of  milk  is  retailed  in  the  district. 

The  cowsheds  in  the  district  have  been  regularly  inspected 
and  there  has  been  no  major  infringement  of  the  regulations. 
They  have  been  kept  very  clean  and  only  in  2  instances  has  it 
been  necessary  to  draw  a  cowkeeper’s  attention  to  any  shed  not 
reaching  the  Standard. 

The  County  Veterinary  Staff  have  carried  out  their  usual 
routine  inspections  and  have  reported  satisfactorily  throughout 
the  whole  year  on  the  cleanliness  of  the  cowsheds  throughout 
the  area.

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Frequent  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Bakehouses  and  Fried 
Fish  Shops  in  the  district. 

All  the  bakehouses  in  the  district  are  structurally  good,  and 
are  well  kept.  No  complaint  was  made  against  them. 

Improvements  continue  to  be  made  to  the  fried  fish  shops 
of  the  district,  mainly  in  respect  to  lighting  and  ventilation.

Offensive  Trades. 

Blood  boiling  is  carried  on  at  2  premises  and  these  have 
always  been  kept  in  spotless  condition.  There  has  been  no  need 
to  take  any  action  and  no  complaint  of  nuisance  has  been  received. 

It  is  a  great  pity  that  fried  fish  shops  are  allowed  to  be 
established  in  structures  with  bedrooms  above  them.  Several  in 
this  district  are  in  this  position  and  the  bedrooms  invariably  are 
pervaded  with  the  fatty  odour  which  clings  to  the  shop. 

No  complaint  has  been  received  regarding  the  Knacker’s 
Yard,  Kirkhamgate.  The  business  appears  to  be  carried  on  in 
as  cleanly  a  manner  as  possible  and  there  has  been  no  need  for 
action  on  our  part. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

31  visits  have  been  made  to  the  various  factories  and  work¬ 
shops  in  the  district. 

No  infringement  of  the  regulations  had  to  be  complained  of. 

One  notice  was  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
respecting  the  lack  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  a  workshop.

Smoke  Abatement. 

18  observations  were  made  during  the  year.  Of  the  7  chimneys 
one  only  had  to  be  complained  of.  Though  alterations  have  been 
made  to  the  plant  in  connection  with  the  last  mentioned  stack, 
little  or  no  improvement  has  been  made.  It  is  hoped  that  further 
alterations  may  stop  this  serious  nuisance. 

Canal  Boats. 

No  inspection  of  Canal  Boats  was  made  during  1937. 

Housing. 

Our  efforts  have  been  concentrated  on  clearance  areas  during 
the  year  and  now  we  have  dealt  with  296  houses  involving  999 
persons.  Of  those  296  families  32  have  left  of  their  own  accord 
and  have  not  gone  into  Council  houses,  whereas  163  families 
have  been  re-housed  by  the  Council  leaving  99  families  yet  to 
be  re-housed. 

57  condemned  houses  though  vacant  are  still  standing.  This 
matter  should  receive  the  Council’s  immediate  attention. 

The  following  salient  factors  from  a  report  presented  to  the 
Council  during  the  year  may  be  of  interest. 

i.  During  the  past  6  years  the  Council  have  built  on  an 
average  50  houses  per  year. 
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ii.  99  families  are  still  living  in  condemned  houses. 

iii.  130  houses  still  remain  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Council’s 

slum  clearance  programme. 

iv.  No  provision  is  being  made  to  abate  overcrowding. 

v.  There  are  insufficient  bungalows  for  aged  people  in 

Outwood. 

vi.  There  should  be  further  clearance  schemes  in  Kirkhamgate 

In  respect  to  iv.  a  large  building  programme  has  been  put 
forward  in  1938.

Privy  Conversions. 

3  privies  were  converted  into  water  closets  during  the  year, 
and  one  house  was  provided  with  an  additional  W.C.  With  the 
advent  of  Kirkhamgate,  the  number  of  privies  in  the  district 
has  risen  considerably.  Unfortunately  the  lack  of  sewers  will 
complicate  this  work  in  the  future.

One  cesspool  was  abolished  during  the  year  but  since  8 
cesspools  are  situated  in  Kirkhamgate,  the  number  now  cleansed 
has  risen  to  15.  The  cesspools  in  the  old  Stanley  Area  are  cleansed 
by  the  mechanical  emptier  from  Rothwell  U.D.  and  those  in  the 
Kirkhamgate  area  by  the  mechanical  emptier  from  Wakefield  R.D. 
From  the  1st  January,  1938,  the  whole  of  the  work  will  be  done 
by  the  Rothwell  mechanical  unit. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  infected  premises  is  done  by  sprayer  and 
formalin  lamps.  As  soon  as  circumstances  permit,  a  steam 
disinfector  should  be  installed.  I  am  sure  that  greater  efficiency 
would  be  obtained,  and  our  present  old  fashioned  method  could 
be  dispensed  with.

Bug  Infestation. 

2  Council  houses  were  found  to  be  bug  infested  and  were 
sprayed  with  Vermicide  or  Zaldecide,  and  treated  with  gaseous 
insecticides  afterwards  (sulphur). 
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Of  19  other  houses  infested  8  were  similarly  treated  and  the 
tenants  of  the  11  other  houses  were  given  sulphur  candles.  Of 
the  last  11  mentioned  a  number  of  houses  were  found  to  be 
infested  after  treatment. 

Before  tenants  from  Clearance  Areas  are  allowed  into  Council 
houses  their  furniture  is  disinfested  by  H.C.N.  The  furniture 
from  houses  under  individual  demolition  orders  is  disinfested 
with  H.C.N.  at  the  discretion  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  H.C.N.  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  a  Contractor. 

During  1937,  the  furniture  from  82  condemned  and  7  other 
houses  was  treated  with  H.C.N.  and  to  date,  no  further  infestation 
after  treatment  has  been  brought  to  my  notice. 

Cockroach  Infestation. 

5  houses  complained  of  as  being  infested  with  cockroaches 
were  treated  with  a  powder,  and  1  was  sprayed  in  addition.  After 
treatment  no  further  complaint  was  received.

Report  for  1937. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Report  on  the  cleansing  for  the  year  1937. 

One  working  foreman  and  9  men  are  engaged  in  the  work 
and  the  vehicles  in  use  are  : — 

1.  1935,  30cwt.  Bedford  Tipping  Lorry. 

2.  1932,  30cwt.  Ford  Tipping  Lorry. 

3.  1928,  30-35  cwt.  Manchester  Tipping  Lorry. 

4.  Horse  and  Cart.

During  the  year,  the  bins  have  been  collected  weekly  and  the 
ashpits  cleansed  at  varying  periods  generally  7  to  15  days. 

Very  few  complaints  have  been  received  concerning  the 
cleansing  of  the  district  and  these  have  been  due  to  holidays 
when  the  work  has  fallen  back  for  one  or  two  days. 

Our  loads  could  be  considerably  reduced  if  householders 
would  burn  their  paper  instead  of  packing  it  into  the  dustbins. 
At  least  three  loads  of  refuse  removed  in  a  week  are  composed 
of  paper  only,  and  it  this  were  burned,  a  considerable  saving 
would  be  made. 

The  horse  and  cart  are  practically  kept  exclusively  for  ashpit 
cleansing.  We  have  two  long  “  occupation  ”  roads  in  the  district 
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which  cannot  be  negotiated  by  the  lorries  in  winter  and  have 
therefore  to  be  traversed  by  the  horse  and  cart  when  they  are 
in  a  bad  state. 

Refuse  collected  is  deposited  on  farmers’  tips.  It  is  generally 
allowed  to  fall  before  being  taken  onto  the  land  and  ploughed  in . 

This  method  has  definite  advantages.  It  is  the  cheapest  form 
of  disposal  and  it  is  going  back  into  the  land  and  perhaps  being 
used  to  the  best  advantage  by  being  so  dealt  with.  Its  disadvan¬ 
tages  are  also  obvious.  In  some  cases  the  accumulations  reach 
a  big  height  and  cover  a  large  area.  In  this  state  unless  carefully 
looked  after  one  finds  old  paper  in  the  surrounding  hedges  and 
there  is  the  added  danger  of  rats. 

As  I  have  said  previously,  the  one  solution  is  a  central  tip 
for  controlled  tipping.  During  the  last  few  weeks  of  the  year, 
controlled  tipping  was  commenced  on  the  Moor  House  Estate, 
and  is  progressing  steadily.  Unfortunately  it  is  at  the  extreme 
end  of  the  district  and  cannot  take  the  place  of  the  central  tip 
mentioned. 

Since  the  major  portion  of  our  residents  are  miners,  they 
receive  home  coal  which  is  usually  unscreened  and  this  to  a  large 
degree  accounts  for  the  high  yield  of  refuse. 
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The  table  below  shews  the  mileage  travelled,  the  petrol  and

The  small  mileage  per  gallon  of  petrol  is  due  to  the  large 
amount  of  stopping  and  starting  necessarily  involved  in  refuse 
collection. 

The  figures  for  1936  and  the  year  under  review  are  interesting. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  lorries  travelled  1400  miles  more  than 
last  year  and  that  12,000  more  bins  were  emptied  than  in  1936. 

A  perusal  of  the  costs  incurred  shew  that  wages  have  risen 
to  £1  ,304,  an  increase  of  £100  on  1936  figures.  Part  of  the  increase 


56 

is  due  to  extra  labour  and  part  to  -|d.  per  hour  increase  in  the 
wages  of  the  workmen  awarded  by  the  Joint  Industrial  Council. 

Repairs  to  the  three  lorries  cost  £ 28 ,  a  very  reasonable  sum 
when  one  remembers  the  ages  of  the  lorries. 

155  cesspools  were  cleansed  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  £42 
and  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  cleansing  has  been  done 
by  mechanical  cesspit  emptiers  which  reduces  the  risk  of  nuisance 
to  a  minimum. 

Petrol  consumption  was  slightly  heavier  in  the  case  of  the 
Bedford  and  Ford  lorries,  but  was  considerably  better  as  regards 
the  Manchester  lorry.  Actually  the  latter  machine’s  consumption 
was  better  than  the  Ford  and  only  slightly  worse  than  that  of 
the  Bedford  lorry  although  the  Manchester  is  3  times  as  old  as 
the  Bedford. 

The  cost  per  house  was  9/8.8  and  the  cost  per  head  2/8.7 
against  9/10.1  and  2/9.3  respectively  in  1936. 

All  choked  drains  in  the  district  are  released  by  the  Cleansing 
staff  who  also  cleanse  the  two  public  urinals. 

The  Council  have  continued  to  buy  quantities  of  bins  and 
to  sell  at  a  few  pence  profit,  and  this  service  appears  to  have  been 
much  appreciated.  During  the  year  84  bins,  all  of  first  class 
quality  were  delivered  to  houses  in  the  district. 

Again  I  have  to  thank  the  foreman  and  workmen  for  their 
loyal  co-operation  throughout  the  year.
